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SCEPTICISM AND THE BOOK OF MORMON.

Tu scepticism and unbelief, that are so manifest among those who delight to 


call themselves Christians, and who deny the power of Christianity, was never 
80 flagrantly apparent in thé history of the world, as it is to-day, and nowhere 
is it so obvious, as in the rejection of the Book of Mormon. A more remark- 
able book than is the Book of Mormon, was never written, and if those who 
affect belief in Christ, would for a brief space of time discard prejudice, and 
bring the light of common sense to bear on the subject, there would be

Wo do not think that our Christian friends will question the authenticity 
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of Monteasini. We ‘have, therefore, good grounds for presuming that thé 
American Indian is of Jewish extraction, and indeed, this fact is generally 
admitted by contemporary genealogists.

Though they remain outwardly 
calm there is deep indignation amongst them, as they declare outrageous 
frauds have been perpetrated to procure their defeat. They will carry the 
matter to the Supreme Court.” 

The Gentiles have 
been represented i in the City Council for the past two years. The fact that the 
Territory is out of debt and that taxation has been light in all the principal 
cities and towns in Utah, while there has been a steady improvement going 
on, proves that good government, economy and honesty have been the result 
of the rule of the People’s Party.

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government of the falsely-called Liberals. Taxes in Ogden, where they have 
unfortunately gained the sway, have been increased from one to two hundred

UTAH NEWS. |

(Summarised from Territorial Papers. ) 

Old timers say that the depth of snow now on the ground in Utah has 
not been exceeded since 1855. It is fortunate that there have been no high 
winds to drift the snow, otherwise it would have been almost impossible to 
get through the country, over the main thoroughfares. 

On Thursday, Jan. 16, John H. Giles, a well-known and respected citizen, 
of Littleton, Morgan County, was killed by the falling of his barn, caused by 
the weight of snow upon the roof. Mr. Giles and his son Charles were 
endeavoring to prop the roof to prevent its fall when the structure collapsed, 
and one of the timbers struck Mr. Giles on the neck, killing instantly. 


The railroads continue to be much troubled with the snow, which is yet 
loose and unsettled. As fast as the track is cleared wind drifts the snow 
back. Many tourists, bound for California, are in Salt Lake City, filling the 
hotels. The reports of the amount of snow on the track of the Central 
Pacific is something surprising, therefore they prefer to remain in the city, 
where good accommodations can be secured, until the roads are opened up. 

A number of tourists had come down from Ogden. 

Mr. R. H. Ford, at one time curator of the Deseret museum, met with an 
accident on Saturday, Jan. 19th, which may result fatally. He was engaged 
in nailing canvas over one of the circular windows of the temple, when the 
board upon which he was standing gave way and he fell. On his way down 
he struck a piece of timber, twelve feet below, and when the floor had been 
reached he had fallen thirty feet. He struck on his right side, breaking his 
collar bone and receiving severe internal injuries. He was taken to the 
Deseret hospital. By later advices he was reported to have improved slightly, 
and it thought there was possibility of his recovery. 

The Nephi Znsign, the official organ of that city, has been sold to James H. 
Wallis, who will, after February Ist, be sole proprietor and editor of that 7 
paper. Mr. Wallis is a young man of no mean literary ability, both natural a 
and acquired, and showed his facility in wielding the quill at an early age. 

He has followed the newspaper business ever since coming to this country in 
1881, being engaged the greater portion of that time in the editorial — 
of the Territorial Hnqutrer at Provo, and doing its chief editorial wor 
continuously since 1881. Some years ago Mr. Tullidge, in his magazine, wrote 
up the poets of Utah, and gave Mr. Wallis a place in the first rank—substanti- 
ating his judgment by publishing two or three selections from the “ young 
poet,” as he was pleased to call him. He is not only an able ii but a 
genial gentleman and withal solid for the right. |
